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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: it is well known to 
have the barrier arrangements with the post and remotely actuatable drive mechanisms having 
drive shafts (linear screw actuators, for example) rotatably coupled to drive members, but none 
of these mechanisms have the structure necessary in order to act in the manner claimed when an 
abrupt and downwardly directed axial force is applied. Reale (U.S. Patent 6,065,900) discloses a 
barrier arrangement having members which decouple when having an abrupt and downwardly 
directly force applied to an upper end of the post, but lacks the structure necessary to meet the 
recitations regarding the configuration of the drive member and drive shaft.
